UANr.N'cru's Puhsiiii in Iowa.— Last July, while doiiif; field 
work along the east shore of Sj)irit Lake in north(‘rn Iowa, 1 had (he 
good fortune to fimi an interesting acpiatie crowfoot, namely lidddn- 
rdUis Purshu Richards, whieh do(\s not appear to have boon hereto¬ 
fore recorded from the state. It was growing (piiti* plentifully in 
what had been a small pond, l>ut at that time was entirely dried uj), 
though the .soil was .still .somewhat moist. The plants, though weak, 
all grew quite erect and were from six to ten ineh<*s high,'the sm; 
flowers being a very bright yellow. Having nevi'r seen a spt'einuMi 
of H. Purakii I .sent some matc'rial of the plant (o Dr. B. L. Robin.son, 
who kindly (‘xamined it and ju'onouneed it to lx* (his species. Its 
previously recorded range is thus extended sevt*ral hundred miles 
.southward in (he Mississipj)i \ alley.—IL I. Cka'itv, Curator, Iowa

1 asked the salesman wJiat the unripe green grapes were used for, 
there being about half a buslu'l of this variety. He replied that tJic 
green gra.j)es were rij)e and sweet and used for (he same purpose as the 
purple ones. I learned tliat these gr<‘en grajX's were brought in by a
